They 
arranged by correspondence to marry 
in St. Louis, and she arrived here last 
Friday morning. 

Came Here to Be Married. 

Anderson and his fiancee registered at 
the Oaks Hotel, Nineteenth and Market 
streets, and had lunch together at the 
Terminal Hotel. They were to be mar- 
ried that afternoon, and’ leave in the 
evening for Martinsville. 

After lunch he asked her if she want- 
ed to do any shopping, but she told him 
her trousseau was complete. He had 
business to attend to downtown, and 
left her after cautioning her if she 
walked about to follow one carline, so 
that she could find her way without 
difficulty back to the hotel. , 

Returning an hour later, Anderson 
found that Miss Boyles was not at the 
hotel. Since then he has been unable 
to discover any trace of her. 

The missing girl's trunk is still at 
the hotel. When she disappeared she 
had only a handsatchel containing 
$10 and some small change. Ander- 
son says he is sure she did not change 
her mind as to marrying him, and 
argues that if she had done so she 
would have taken her clothes with 
her when she left. He believes that 
she started from the hotel for a walk 
and lost her way. 

Has Not Returned Home. 

Miss Boyles knew no one in St. 
Louis so far as Anderson knows. He 
hesitated to appeal to the police for 
help in searching for her, but as time 
passed and his ceaseless hunt through 
the city was unrewarded, he became 
more and more positive that harm had 
befallen her. The receipt Friday of a 
letter from her home saying nothing 
had been heard from her there since 
her departure, determined him to 
make her disappearance public.

Picture Solves Mystery of 
Identity of Woman Who 


Died at Tipton. 





A long-distance telephone message to 
the Post-Dispatch Friday from Tipton, 
Mo., stated that Mrs. Ernest Gastorf of 
D1llg McKissock avenue had 
there and bad claimed the body of Net- 
tie Snyder, found in a pig sty two and 
one-half miles east of the town 11 days 
ago. 

Mrs. Gastorf identified the body posi- 
tively by jewelry and clothes. She de- 
parted for St. Louis with the body on a 
train scheduled -to reach Union Station 
Friday night. 

The Tipton “woman of mystery” was 
a sister of Ernest Gastorf, and lived in 
St. Louis until four years ago. 

The identification was brought about 
by a photograph of Gastorf’s sister, sent 
by the Post-Dispatch to Coroner Por- 
ter ‘of Tipton, and -by him submitted to 
James E. Seal and his wife, with whom 
the mysterious woman lived during the 
month of May. Although the photo- 
graph was made ten years ago, when 
the subject was but 20 years old, the 
Seals recognized it as that of: their 
strange guest. 

Seal, who was formerly a. deputy 
sheriff in Ralls County, has had much 
experience in identifying people. While 
Nettie Snyder was staying at his home, 
Seal observed her features closely, and 
was able, when he saw the picture, to 
make the identification, although Net- 
tie Snyder was thin and emaciated and 
ten years older when she was at his 
home. Mrs. Seal and Mrs. Bilderbach, 
Seal’s sister, were equally positive 
in their identification of the picture. 

Life Remains a Mystery. 

There is still much that is mysterious 
in Nettie Snyder's career. She left St. 
Louis four years ago, went first to St. 
Joseph, and afterwards to Kansas City. 
There she was married to a man named 
Snyder. In her letters to her brother 
and his wife she told no more about 
herself than she disclosed to the people 
with whom she came in contact in 
““ooper and Moniteau counties. 

It is not known where her husband is, 
or how she became a wanderer in Cen- 
tral Missouri. There were indications 
of mental incompetency before she left 
St. Louis. At times she was irresponsi- 
ble while she was at Seal’s home, but 
at other times she seemed to be sane. 
It is believed that she wandered away 
from Kansas City during a time of men- 
tal irresponsibility and found her way 
to Cooper County, where she was taken 
in by Seal. 

At first it was believed that Nettie 
Snyder tired of life and hid herself 
away in the hog pen and committed 
suicide. A bottle, one-third full of car- 
bolic acid. Was found by her side. An 
empty water glass was near by. 

These facts seem to point to suicide 
until it Was learned from the Seals 
that the bottle ef acid had been carried 
away by Nettie Snyder and that it con- 
tained the same quantity as when she 
ieft. It is now believed in Tipton that 
the woman sought shelter under the 
partially covered hog pen, and either 
starved to death or died from expos- 
ure. 

The Seals and their neighbors believe 
that she Was a Woman of good ‘character

Armenian’s Friends Free Him 
and Tell Health Board 
About It. 








\Fellow countrymen rescued Peter Ar- 
gopia, a leper, from the Quarantine Hos- 
pital below Jefferson Barracks and sent 
him back to Armenia, according to Chief 
Dispensary Physician Scott. 

St. Louis has made no effort to extra- 
dite Argopia or punish his rescuers. 
Judging from Dr. Scott’s statements the 
Health Department seems satisfied to 
have the leper thus taken off its hands. 

Argopia is the second leper to escape 
from >the city’s smallpox reservation. 


Dong Gong, a Chinese, ran away from 
there about three years agu, despite the 
guard who sectred $59 a month to watch 
him. In the case of Argopia there was 
no guard. Dong Gong was found, 
brought back, cured and released. 


There Only Three Days. 

While Dong Gong tarried months at 
the City. Hospital, Argopia remained 
only three;days. Sent there in the mid- 
dle of July, he was assigned by Dr. 
Dwyer, the Superintendent, to an iso- 
lated shack, one-quarter of a mile west 
of the main hospital. The third night 
he was there Argopla disappeared. 

Later a delegation of Armenians from 
East St. Louls call at the Dispensary, 
Dr. Scott says, and told him they had 
gone to the Quarantine Hospital, taken 
Argopia to a Broadway car, then to 
Louis and later shipped him 
East to take passage home on funds 
they had collected. 

No mention of the escape of Argopia 
or of the subsequent explanation was 
made public by Health Department of- 
ficials at that time. The news of the 
Armenian’s departure became public on 
Thursday. 

He Was 40 Years Old. 

Argopia was 4) years old. He had 
worked in East St. Louis for three 
years, but removed to St. Louis early 
n the present year and roomed on North 
Broadway near Ferry street. 

The fact that he was suffering from 
leprosy was discovered through a visit

from leprosy. 

As he did not speak English and the 
department has no Armenian interpre- 
ter, not much was learned there about 
Argopia.

It would require “personal 
contact” with Argopia, he says, to cause 
anyone else to become infected.

The Ghetto was well represented Fri- 
day in the Dayton Street Police Court. 
The sons of Benjamin Auche Swards 
filled the seats and crowded the aisles. 
Two score witnesses were present and 
eager to testify, and for an hour the 
room rang with the denunciations first 
of one faction and then of another, in 
accusation and denial, until Acting 
Judge Sanders wearily: refused to hear 
more and imposed a $10 fine. The fine 
was then stayed on good behavior on 
Benjamin Weisman, leader of one of the 
factions. 

The schism in the congregation 
brought about by the advent in St. Louis 
of Rabbi Joseph Bereslawski of Moscow 
and Berlin, brought hither by Abraham 
Levin, president of the synagogue at 
M008 North Seventh street, with 
double view of financial gain and spir- 
itual benefit. 

Levin exhibited on the stand circu- 
lars printed in Yiddish, and explained 
to Judge Sanders that Weisman caused 
these to be distributed through the 
Ghetto, so that the eminent rabbi from 
Moscow and Berlin preached to nearly 
empty benches, ‘‘which caused mie great 
loss and deprived the congregation of 
the blessings of his golden words,” Le- 
vin explained. 

Says He Disturbea w eshte. 

Not content with this, Levin. testified, 
Weisman éntered the synagogue during 
worship Saturday inidnight and dis- 
turbed the prayers of the assembled con- 
gregation by j.mping up ard down on a 
bench and shouting aloud., 

Two other members repeated Levin's 
story. Judge Sanders would hear ofily 
three witnesses on each side. 

Weisman denied that he had disturbed 
the worship. He said he was quietly at 
prayer when Levin passed and made 
“an unholy face’’ at him, and that be- 
fore he could resent this he was ar- 
rested. !

September Output. 


“Our output for September, I think, 
will be 6,000,000 pounds less than last 
month at the present rate of produc- 
tion. “We have not as yet, however, 
issued any orders to close the mines.”’ 
Another story was that if the mines 
were shut down the company, before re- 
suming operations, vill force the miners 
to accept a lower scale of wages _ It 
employes 14,000 men, who have been re- 
ceiving record high wages, based on 
the copper prices of last winter. 

The movement is generally regarded 
in metal circles as an attempt to force 
copper consumers to meet the terms of 
the Copper Trust. From Boston, 
ever, came a story that the managers 
of the Amalgamated Copper Co. had 
been conferring with bankers to ascer- 
tain how much more monetary accom- 
modation they could expect under prtes- 
ent conditions. 

The bankers, according to this story, 
were united in the statement that they 
could carry no more copper metal in 
their loans; they would take all of the 
present stock, but would not add any- 
thing further in that line. Inquiry made 
by a reporter among local bankers veri- 
fied the story to the same extent. 

Big Drop Five Years Ago. 

New York bankers said that condi- 
tions were much the same as those that 
existed in the ‘copper trade five years 
ago, when copper steadily declined from 
17 to below 11 cents and Amalgamated 
Copper stock broke over 100 points, and 
the annual dividend was reduced from 





$8 to $2. 

For several months copper has been 
steadily declining from over 2 eents a 
pound to 15% cents, yesterday’s. price. 
Consumers, nevertheless, hold off for 
‘ower prices. Demoralization prevail's in 
thé copper shares in Boston.

TELEGRAPH STRIKE 
NEARING AN END

NEW YORK, 13.—The striking 
telegraphers are hoping against hope, 
but there is a feeling that the strike 
will soon be at an end, says the World 
this morning. The women 
throughout the country have made a 
hard fight :to better their conditions, 
but havewbeen unsuccessful. Many in- 


tend to go back soon, hoping that, some 
day, Congress will come to their relief 
and bring about Government control of 
telegraphs. The leaders intend to make 
this an issue in the. presidential and 
congressional campaign in 1908. 

The strikers, at their meetirg yester- 
dav, voted unanimously to remain out; 
but, according to some of the leading 
members, thev will not be able to hold 
out two weeks longer. 

Under no circumstances, however, 
will the strike be deelared off officially. 

“They may drive us back to work,”’ 
said several members, “but the fight 
will be kept up until we have gained 
better conditions.’’ 

There is much sympathy expressed for 
the strikers:on the part of organized 
labor and by many business men. They 
have conducted an. orderly fight. Capt. 
Gallagher of the Church Street Police 
Station reports that he has never seen 
a better crowd of men and women. 

The strikers throughout the country 
are in need of funds, and, unless prompt 
action is taken, the strikers will be 
forced to return to work.

Mr. Goldman said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Friday:

; His Rival Came, 

Wednesday night there arrived in Chi- 
cago from Nevada a man who was the 
sweetheart of Emily Howe when they 
both went to the little red school house 
at the crossroads. Crosby had not seen 
Emily since he left Glencoe, six years 
ago, to make his fortune in the Ne- 
vada gold fields. They had correspond- 
ed regularly, however, and in one of 
his letters, written six months ago. he 
proposed marriage and was accepted.

The following committee was appoint- 
ed to draft resolutions expressing views 
on law enforcement and Sunday. clos- 
ing of saloons: Mayor Jules R. Rozier, 
Edward Schaff, Dr. C. Moore, J. B, 
Caldwell, John Tlapek, H. G. Roseman 
and E. S. Lawbaugh Jr. 

The committee sent a statement to the 
Post-Dispatch, in which it was express- 
ly denied that the people of the com- 
munity were immoral, trreligious, law- 
breaking or law-defying.

The committee states that it has no 
concern in the “unfortunate differences” 
that undoubtedly exist between the par- 
ish priest of St. Marys and a part of 
his congregation, but does protest 
against any reflections against the com- 
munity as a whole.

St. Louis is far from dead to the art aspiration. 
Its bonds voted for a magnificent boulevard sys- 
tem on the west, are an accomplished fact, The 
day may, and indeed is likely to come when a sub- 
stantial scheme of levee improvement, thcluding 
park and driveway, will be “put through.”’ 

In the meantime, let us attend to the business 
in hand.

Find the People of Bridge- 
port Easy.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 13.—It 
was the general opinion today that the 


fight last night between big Jack John- | 
son and Sailor Burke was a fake from ! 
beginning to end and that Burke was | 
allowed to stay the limit of six rounds | 
because Johnson would not deliver the | 
knockout blow, which it is believed he |!

As a blind to mislead the pub- 
lic, Sailor Burke would not shake hands | 
with Johnson. 

The fight was held at Smith's Thea- 
ter, and the building was packed. The 
bout was conducted under auspices of 
the Liberty Athletic Club and a number 
of pugilists were present, among them 
being Kaufman, who came to challenge 
the winner. 

During the fight Johnson was the 
aggressor and opened the ‘bout by tand- 
ing a vicious blow on Burke’s stomach. 
This blow weakened Burke considera- 
bly and when he was rushed into close 
quarters he clinched to avoid punish- | 
ment. Johnson had all the best of the | 
mix-ups in the first, second and third 
rounds, having knocked Burke down a | 
number of times.

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—“Curves,”” said

The loose empire gowns which, in a 
modified form, Miss White propose as a 
first aid to virtue in man, belonged to 
one of the most notoriously immoral 
epochs of history—the Directoire and 
Empire periods. They in turn originat- 
ed in the craze for everything classic, 
which followed the French revolution. 
And, of course, in the classic era, mor- 
als were a luxury which only a few 
philosophers permitted: themselves. 

The hipless gown, by which Miss 
White expects to straight-jacket the 
morals of the community, was the in- 
vention of an age when Anthony Com- 
stock would have had to work over- 
time to regulate the morals of a single 
bleck. It leaves everything to the 
imagination, and is, therefore, far more 
dangerous than one of those jelly-mold 
confections that leave nothing at all to 
imagine. 

A Question of Lines,

The tight-fitting tailor-make suit with 
its carefully upholstered shoulders, 
buckramed breast and heavily padded 
sides, is no more suggestive than the 
suits of armor hanging in an armorial 
hall. 

Nothing more nearly justifies Burton’s 
much-quoted aphorism, “To the pure 
everything is pure,’” than talk about the 
modesty or immodesty of fashions. Any- 
thing is madest that Is universally worn 
or dispensed with. Modesty is. entirely 
,a matter of time and custom,. as. any 
woman who wore a low necked ball 
gown on the beach €n the morning or 
a short skirted bathing suit in the ball- 
room at night would read in the hor- 
rified face of the beholder.

Miss Elizabeth A. C. White is herself 
a stout woman, and naturally shares 
the stout woman's obsession that the

But the effect of the new fashion on 
moral not, in’ my opinion, be ap- 
preciable. The crime wave will have 
its high and low tides, irrespective of 
the hipless frock.
